Captioned investigation was initiated at the request of 
the Criminal Division, DEPARTMENT OP JUSTICE (DOJ)j By letter 
date August 9, 1984, the DOJ requested that a preliminary 
investigation be conducted surrounding allegations that former 
United States Senator MARK 0. HATFIELD allegedly supported BASIL 
TSAKOS| proposal to build a trans-African oil pipeline in return 
for which HATFIELD'S wife allegedly received $40,000. The 
payments were allegedly disguised as consultant fees to 
A. HATFIELD from LAURA TSAKOS (Wife of BASIL TSAKOS) for non- 
existent real estate services . 

Investigation conducted by Washington Metropolitan 
Field Office determined that in 1980, BASIL TSAKOS came to the 
United States to bring to fruition his plan to build a trans- 
African oil pipeline which would carry Middle Eastern crude oil 
across sub-Saharan Africa from the Red Sea to the Atlantic Ocean, 
thus avoiding the potential problems surrounding tanker traffic 
through the Straits of Hormuz. 

In early 1981, the TSAKOSs decided to purchase a 
residence in Washington, D.C. In approximately August, 1981, the 
TSAKOSs were introduced to A. HATFIELD, who was a Washington, D.C. 
real estate agent. During a two or three month period, 

A. HATFIELD showed LAURA TSAKOS potential residences. In late 
1981, the TSAKOSs purchased, directly from the seller, an

However, on November 30, 1981, a check for $15,000 was made 
payable to A. HATFIELD, INCORPORATED, which purportedly 
compensated ^TFIELD for her time and efforts on the TSAKOS' 
behal-f-r - -Duri-ng— the- -next -two, and^ne^-half . years , ^our additional 
checks totaling $40,000 were given to A. HATFIELD. Although the 
investigation revealed that A. HATFIELD performed, limi.ted 
services for the initial payment of $15,000, further 
investigation revealed that A. HATFIELD performed literally no 
work for the remaining $40,000.

Senator HATFIELD was interviewed in September, 1984, 
and acknowledged that his wife had received a total of $55,000 
from the TSAKOS', however. Senator HATFIELD maintained that his 
wife had provided professional services, i.e. real estate, 
consulting and decorating advice. Senator HATFIELD admitted 
strong support for TSAKOS' trans-African pipeline, however, 
vehemently denied any connection between the $55,000 and his 
support for the project. 

A. HATFIELD was also interviewed in September, 1984, 
and throughout the interview insisted that she had provided real 
estate, interior decorating, investment and consulting advice 
beginning in mid-1981. Although A. HATFIELD had neither oral nor 
written contractual agreements with the TSAKOSs, she maintained 
that she had a general (unspoken) understanding that she would be 
paid for the time she expended both professionally and personally 
for the TSAKOSs. A. HATFIELD claimed there was no connection 
between the $55,000 and her husband's support of the trans- 
African pipeline. 

Washington Metropolitan Field Office (WMFO) conducted 
approximately 75 interviews and acquired extensive records of the 
HATFIELD'S and the trans-African pipeline. A review of the 
documents determined that the HATFIELD'S apparently had 
insufficient cash flow from regular Income sources to cover 
payments of their total debt load. 

BASIL TSAKOS was indicted on November 27, 1985, and 
charged with one count of Bribery (Title 18, U.S. Code, Section 
201 (B)) and one count of Travel Act-Bribery (Title 18, U.S. 

Code, Section 1952). Although the investigation determined that 
HATFIELD was the only American public official to support the 
questionable project at the same time A. HATFIELD was accepting 
$55,000 from TSAKOS for work that cannot be verified, there was 
insufficient evidence to tie HATFIELD'S official conduct more 
directly to the $55,000 paid to A. HATFIELD, and Senator HATFIELD 
was not indicted with TSAKOS. 

On March 4, 1986, the TSAKOSs were interviewed in the 
presence of their attorney.

Captioned investigation of the Washington Field Office 
(WFO) of the FBI was initiated at the request of the Criminal 
Division, Department of Justice (DOJ) . DOJ requested, by letter 
dated August 9, 1984, that a preliminary investigation be 
conducted surrounding allegations that former United States 
Senator MARK 0. HATFIELD allegedly supported BASIL TSAKOS 's 
proposal to build a trans-African oil pipeline in return for 
which HATFIELD'S wife allegedly received $40,000. The payments 
were allegedly disguised as consultant fees to A. HATFIELD from 
LAURA TSAKOS (wife of BASIL TSAKOS) for nonexistent real estate 
services. 



On May 2, 1989, DOJ filed a complaint charging BASIL 
TSAKOS with violations of Title 18, U.S. Code, Section 201 (B) 
(Bribery) and Title 18, U.S. Code, Section 1952 (Travel Act- 
's, , Bribery) , and an arrest warrant was issued for TSAKOS . TSAKOS 
\ was undergoing medical treatment in Paris, France at the time the 
'warrant was issued. 

On December 22, 1988, the Office of American Services, 
U.S. Embassy, Paris, France, sent a cable to the Department of 
State and DOJ regarding this matter. According to this cable, 
three medical e yjerts conducted a medical examinati on of TSAKOS 
as requested by| I These thre^ 

experts agreed witn cne priginaj. rinaings or| | 

that TSAKOS was suffering from various metabolic ailments, 
cardiovascular and neuropsychic which would prevent him from 
traveling or standing trial. Based on the above, DOJ refused to 
extradite TSAKOS. However, at this time, it was DOJ policy to 
maintain the arrest warrant until such time that the subject is 
arrested upon his return to the United States or it is determined 
that he is deceased. Recent WFO efforts to deteirmine the 
location of TSAKOS, with the assistance of Legats> Paris and 
Athens, have not been fruitful. 

If still living, TSAKOS is now 85 years of age. 

TSAKOS 's whereabouts and medical condition are unknown. In light 
of the above and the fact that DOJ has refused to extradite 
TSAKOS, WFO considers this matter closed.
